BDlection results of the past week or 
Bo have set Ottawa politicians cogi- 
tating as to the next census and re- 
distribution and as to the new elec- 
tlon law. Under ex'sting conditions 
it fe realized that neither of the ex- 
isting parties have much chance of 
ltorming a ~overnment after the next 
election. But the next election will 
not be held before !mportant changes 
have been made in the representation 
of the Dominion. 

The usual decennial census will no 
doubt be taken next year and follow- 
jing that there will be a redistribution 
of seats throughout the Dominion. In 
this latter respect the only fixed pro- 
‘vision in the British North America 
act fa that Quebec with a fixed repre- 
sentation of 65 seats shall through 
jher population provide the represen‘. 
jation unit. For instance piacing the 
‘population of Quebec at 2,300,000 tho 
|unit of representation for the domin- 
lion is the quotient gained by dividing 
165 into that total or 35,000. 

In the past there have been many 
advocates cf representation by pop.- 
HMation but {t has always ‘been felt that 
the cities are not entitled to the num- 
ber of representatives which under 
that eystem strictly applied they 
would secure, so that accorded repre- 
sentation on a unit of representa- 
tion far below that of the cities, 

For instance Ottawa with 110,009 
people has but two members while 
Cariton county adjoining it with only 
|30.000 has one. It js obvious that un- 
der these conditions the agrarian 
electorate throughout the Dominion 
|will dominate any election which fs 
held, Aniong the suggestions being 
madg by the men in the corridors 
therefore js that in the mext redistrib- 
ution the cities be given representa- 
tion more nearly in proportion to their 
| population. 

Strictly adopted the application of 
the unit of representation to the 
citles would mean that Ottawa in- 
stead of having two members woult 
have five, that Toronto's represert- 
ation would fe more than doubled 
and that in Quebec where the numb»r 
of seats {is fixed, Montreal, Quebec 
lelty, Sherbrooke, Hull, Three Rivers, 
St. Hyacinthe and other cities would 
'send about half the representation 
jot the whole province to Ottawa. In

Several employees of the railway 
yards were called as witnesses on be- 
jhalf of the complainant to show that 
the custom jis in protection of men 
| who work around the cars, A blue 
\flag by day and a blue light by night 
|{s supposed to be placed at each end 
of an engine, a car or cars to indicate 
that no shunting is to be done or 
;|movement made while such signs are 
displayed. 

The case seems to rest on the evid- 
lence that there was negligence on 
jthe part of the company in this re- 
spect, that the customary signs that 
workmen were busy on the cara, had 
jnot been displayed, and that an 
jeng'ne crew not seeing such signs pro- 
| ceeded to shunt the cars which acfion 
resulted {n the death of complainant's 
husband.

AN INTERESTING WAR RECORD 


The latest addition to the great fleet of C. P. O, & Steamsbips which ply between Canada and 
Practically all the ‘mportant ports of call in the world is the “kmpresa of France,” before the war 
popularly known as the S.S. “Alsatian” and one of the ocean grey hounds between Canada and Liver- 
pool, The vessel has been reconditioned since the war ceased and recently completed her maiden 
trip to Quebec under her new name, The photographs here reproduced give an adequate description 
of her interior arrangements and fittings, and will compare favorably with the great Leviathans in 
this respect. The “Empress of France” bas a length of 600 ft.; beam 72 ft.; depth (to D. deek) 54 
ft. 6 in.; and a tonnage of 18,000 gross. A striking peculiarity {s the crulser’s stern, which imparts 
@ warlike appearance to the vessel, Her war record is one to be proud of. 

The “Empress of France” as the 8.8. “Alsatian” was requisitioned for war purposes under Royal 
Proclamation immed'‘ately on her arrival at the Port of Liverpool, midnight on the 6th August 1914. 
After completion of discharge, the entire removal of all passenger accommodation and other wood- 
work, she was armed with 8-6 in. guns, commissioned and manned by a maval crew under the com- 
mand of Captain V. Phillimore, D.S.0., and was attached to the 10th Cruiser Squadron on northern 
Patrol duty, sailing from Liverpool on August 15th, at which port she has been based during the 
entire period of her Commission, 

From August to December 1914, she remained as above stated, but im December she was made 
Flag Ship of the Squadron to which she was attached, and Vice-Admira!l Sir Dudley R, 8. De Chair, 
K.C.B., M.V.O., hoisted h's flag, which flew up to March 1916, when he was succeeded by Admiral Sir 
Reginald G. Tupper, K.C.B., C.V.0.. who was succeeded in November 1918 by Rear-Admiral C. W. 
Keighley Peach, under whose flag she terminated her commission as an Armed Cruiser, 

The Squadron to which she was attached, and later became Flagship ef, consisted of 24 ves- 
sels, the majority of which were Armed Mercantile Cruisers, The duties of the Squadron consisted of 
the stopping of vessels, boarding them and examining their papers, and should on examination they 
prove to be at all of a suspicious nature, a Naval Officer was placed in charge and they were taken 
into a United Kingdom port for closer examination. ‘This

and business, Available records show that in all the Squadron intercepted some 16,000 vessels, but i¢

In the early part of 1918, circumstances permitted of the 10th Cruiser Squadron being consider- 
ably reduced in numrers, and vessels so engaged being allocated to Convoy Protection Duty, the 
“Alsatian” figuring amongst the number and being stationed om the North Atlantic route in such ca- 
pacity. While so engaged she escorted nine convoys of about 20 vessels each, currying an estimated 
number of troops per convoy of 30,000, principally Americans, 

While engaged on Convoy Escort duties the “Alsatian” also carried troops and cargo, the num- 
ber of former per voyage being about 600, and the weight of cargo per voyage between 2,000 and 
3,000 tons. She made her last voyage on Government Service !n November 1918, sailing from Livere 
pool on the 14th, and redocked at that port on December 11th 1918, having steamed a total distance on 
Government Service of 266,741 miles and consumed 170,571 tons of coal, 

On January 17th 1919, she left for Glasgow, having been placed in the hands of her Buildere—~ 
Messrs. D.ardmore & Co.—by the Admiralty for reconditioning, betng redelivered to the C, P. O. 8. af 
ithe Port ef Liverpool on Thursday, September 25th, and sailed for Quebec on Friday, September 26th.

Toronto, Oct. 30.—The new U. F. 0. 
Labor Coalition in Ontario already 
has a bolter.

Saturday and again yesterday without 
evidence of any difference of opinion, 
Mayor M. MacBride, of Brantford. 
successful candidate in the Labor 
party in South Brant, last night bolted 
the final conference of the U. F. O. 
and Labor party. The conference 
wag discussing positions late last 
night when th~ mayor picked up his 
hat and coat and left the room. 

The Labor group thought that per- 
haps the confirmation of Walter 
Rollo, of Hamilton, in his position 
of leader had some bearing upon the 
decision of Mayor MacBride, Mayor 
MacBride and Mr. Rollo are mem- 
bers of the Labor party committee 
which conferred with the U. F, O, 
committee to reach a program satis- 
factory to both parties, 

Says Farmers Broke Faith. 

In a statement later, Mr. MacBride 
declared that the Farmers had broken 
fafth with the Labor men, He in- 
timated that his defection was the re- 
sult of Mr. Drury declining to defin- 
itely allocate a second cabinet posi- 
tion to the Laborites, Mr, MacBride 
said:

who was unarmed, relieved them of 
between three and four hundred dol- 
lars, according to statements made to 


the police. The men were undisgiised, | 


and decamped quickly after they per- 
formed their task, It only took the 
city police a little time to arrive at 
the scene of the hold-up, and after 
getting a brief description of the men, 
succeeded in quickly running to earth 
Clarence Jones, who, when brought 
back to the Asia house, was Identified 
by several witnesses, and admitted his 
part in the hold-up. 

Anthony O’Donnell, when arrested

Early Frost Has Also Greatly 
Injured Potato Crop of the

Crop reports from various centres 
‘of the Peace River country issued by 
the E.D. and B.C, railway show that 
threshing operations, have been 
peded as a result of the heavy down- 
fall of snow and that the potato crop 
has suffered as a result of the severe 
early frosts.

A 


large quantity of the potato crop is| 


still in the ground. 


The grain is all threshed at Morin- | 


ville, but 50 per cent. or the potato 
lcrop has been frozen, and there will 
jnot be any of these products for ship- 
iments to outside points,

crop comes from Bon Accord, which 
states no prospects are arparent for 


a shipment of potatoes from the dis- |
